Ceiling Collapse at Marion Museum

Nobody was injured on Monday morning when 
the second floor ceiling of the Marion Natural History 
Museum suddenly collapsed. The cave-in occurred 
around 11:00 am and did not involve the roof of the 
building. 

'Tt was the whole ceiling,'' said Marion Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey. He estimated that the 
ceiling measured about 50 feet by 50 feet. 

'Tt could have been due to excessive weight 
on the ceiling," Shippey said, but a cause has yet to be 
determined. 

Shippey and Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
said that the last major construction project at the building 
was the addition of the new wing over 30 years ago. They 
could not confirm whether or not any renovations took 
place in the years following that construction. 

"When I got there yesterday, I sobbed," said 
museum director Elizabeth Leidhold. "I've been here 23

years and this was devastating/' 

The clean-up effort, which began yesterday, is 
expected to extend into the latter part of the week. In the 
meantime, the library on the first floor will be closed until 
further notice. All children's programs will be held in 
other locations around town. 

"Then the insurance company will come in, 
investigate the cause, and figure out a cost,'' said Dawson. 

As luck would have it, damage to artifacts and 
displays was less than expected. 

"On the southern side, the glass of the display 
cases is broken, but the cases are still standing," said 
Dawson. 

He also said it looked like most of the damage 



was concentrated on the south side of the building, closest 
to the Town Hall. 

"We've done a lot of packing up of items and we 
brought them to the Marconi building," Leidhold said. 
"Funny enough the butterfly display was intact. The fish 
tank along the back wall was fine, too." 

One casualty of the accident, she said, was the 
loss of the original gas lamp fixtures that hung from the 
ceiling. 

The summer programs offered by the museum 
will continue as scheduled, Leidhold said. The new rain 
location will be the Marconi building at 13 Atlantis Drive, 
Marion. While the interior of the museum sustained 
a massive amount of damage, it seems likely that the

"We saw what St. Gabriel's was doing with the 
meal and Bob MacFarlane, our former minister, suggested 
that we get involved and host a meal a month/' said Nancy 
Dalgewicz.

'T am happy to announce that aerial has been 
successfully completed in these 21 communities/' 
said Department of Public Health Commissioner John 
Auerbach. "While spraying reduces the risk of mosquito- 
borne illness, it does not eliminate it and people should 
continue to protect themselves from mosquito bites/' 

Specialized aircrafts loaded with the pesticide 
Anvil sprayed the area from dusk through the early 
morning when mosquitoes are most prevalent. During 
this time, residents were urged to keep their windows and 
doors closed, as well as remain indoors with children and 
pets to prevent contact with the chemical.

past weekend's spraying is the only one that they have 
scheduled. For the time being, however, they will still be 
keeping a close on eye on the state for future problems. 

''We continue to closely monitor the risk level of 
FEE," said DPH Representative Anne Roach. 

Southeastern Massachusetts has been under close 
eye of the DPH ever since two cases of FEE were reported 
in Bristol County last year — one of them was fatal. So 
far in 2012, no cases of FEE or West Nile Virus have been 
reported. Still, Roach urges residents to take precautions. 

"Southeastern Massachusetts has a historic 
prevalence of FEE and it's important for residents to take 
personal protection for themselves against FEE and West 
Nile Virus," said Roach. 

During the summertime, residents are 
encouraged to wear a strong repellant as well as long 
sleeves and pants when appropriate. Also, outdoor 
activities should be curtailed during peak mosquito 
hours at night. Homeowners should rid their properties 
of standing water and make sure all screens are in good 
condition without holes.

The 
purpose of the town by-law, which echoes state law, acts 
to emphasize that all citizens of the Commonwealth have 
a right to farm on their land. Though the draft is a long 
way from being ratified, its progress seems promising. 

'T think there are two tweaks to this. One 
pertaining to notification and the other for the ground 
water issue,'' said Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson. Their hope is to bring the issue to the table at 
the Rochester Town Meeting scheduled for the autumn. 

There was also some discussion about offering 
information regarding the by-law to the public during the 
Rochester County Fair in August, as a way to touch base

Wind Power Purchase Agreement Approved 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to approve a Wind Power Purchase 
Agreement that would save the town approximately 20% 
on energy costs annually. The decision was made at the 
Board's regular meeting on Tuesday, July 24 at the Marion 
Police Department. 

"We think it's a very good arrangement for the 
town," said Project Manager Bill Saltonstall. "I'm really 
pleased it's coming along this way." 

The Board received the green light to start 
looking at renewable energy sources at the Annual Town 
Meeting. Since then, the board has been meeting with a 
variety of wind and solar energy companies in order to 
find a renewable source of energy for the town. 

The proposed wind energy source would be 
located in Plymouth on a third-generation cranberry bog 
visible off of Route 25 East. The bog is owned by Keith

Mann who is also a Project Manager. The town of Marion 
will not be paying for the operation of the power source, 
but will just be purchasing the energy provided. 

"We are simply buying the end result of this wind 
driven power/' said Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
during a Power Point presentation outlining the project. 

The estimated cost of energy for the year would 
be $398,511, however NSTAR agreed to allocate money 
each month towards the bill, projecting the amount of 
money Marion would pay out of its pocket annually at 
$318,809, which is a 20% savings rate. 

Dawson said the biggest trepidation of the project 
was the contract length, which is 20 years. However, 
Dawson cited that over that 20-year period, the town

CAT IN THE CRATE 

Getting my cat in the crate to take him to the vet is a 
traumatic event for both of us. Any suggestions? 

There isn't any w^ay to reliably w^in this contest. A 
few hints: 

Use an airline kennel from a pet shop. A card- 
board box just won't work. Bring the kennel out 
from it's storage spot days before your vet visit 
so the cat gets used to it and isn't immediately 
sensing that a trip to the vet is upcoming. Put the 
cat in a bathroom or other small room without 
beds to hide under. If your first attempt at plac- 
ing the cat in the crate either head first or hind 
feet first is unsuccessful, wrap the cat in a towel 
and then put the towel and the cat in the crate.

could save as much as $1.7 million on energy costs. 

'There's no way we can lose on this/' said 
Saltonstall. 

The project will also serve other municipalities 
in the area; however, if something were to go wrong with 
another town's involvement with the project, it would 
not affect Marion's energy supply. Dawson said that the 
project would most likely begin in January of 2014. 

In other news, the Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously for the town to apply for a grant that would 
help repair County Road stretching through Marion, 
Rochester and Wareham. 

"Anyone who drives County Road knows it's 
in deplorable conditions and it's getting worse," said 
Selectmen Jonathan Henry. 

The grant would allow the town to hire a 
company to research the possibilities of fixing the road 
long-term. The grant will be issued by the South Coast 
Rail Technical Assistance Fund. 

The Board of Selectmen will meet again on 
Tuesday, August 7 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Police 
Department. 

Marion Receives Energy Audit Results 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee met 
on Monday, July 23 for its monthly meeting. The main 
topic of discussion was a long-awaited report compiled 
by TNT Energy detailing the total estimated energy 
savings if many public buildings had updated resources, 
such as new insulation or updated boiler systems.

"The biggest ticket item is Sippican School, 
in terms of payback. That just needs new lighting and 
motion sensors/' said Jennifer LaFrance. 

According to the report, the total cost of updating 
Sippican School would be $151,500, but the utility 
incentives would be $37,945, for a net cost of $133,555. 

The Marion Town Hall, however, is not as 
promising. The report, which was funded by local utility 
company NSTAR, lists new steam radiator controls, 
steam trap renovation, and boiler replacement as some 
of the recommended upgrades. It would require the 
most extensive work of any of the buildings listed on the 
report, but the incentives are uncertain. 

Currently, the town is looking at a cost of $148,000

to update everything in the Town Hall, with an estimated 
$2,910 in utility incentives due to updated motion sensor 
lights, leaving a net cost of $145,890. It is unclear what the 
total utility incentives would be, as the report does not 
include estimates for most of those line items. 

"There's a great deal of uncertainty about the 
Town Hall, which is far beyond our ability to deal with. 
We're talking about renovation, we're talking about 
restoration," said Chairman David Pierce. 

The report said that it would take almost 10 years 
for the town to see the full measure of benefits from the 
recommended updates on the Town Hall. 

"Let's see if we can prioritize them. On something 
like the Town Hall, clearly we need more input before we

The Dark Knight Rises, Starring Christian Bale and Anne 
Hathaway. Directed by Christopher Nolan. Running 
time: 164 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

These days, if you want to make an epic film, it 
had better have some element of fantasy. The Dark Knight 
Rises, which weighs in at sixteen minutes shy of three 
hours, is the Monolith of the summer — huge and loud, 
massive in scope, every elegant shot bearing the aroma of 
very serious money. Logically it won't hold much wa- 
ter; that's the price of hitching a big movie with pensive 
themes to a comic-book-superhero plot — something 
has to give. But, if I may quote my review of The Amaz- 
ing Spider-Man from a few weeks back, ''we don't look 
to Spider-Man for verisimilitude" — nor do we seek it at 
a movie about a man who dresses up as a bat and fights 
crime. 

Director Christopher Nolan, here finishing the 
trilogy he started with Batman Begins and continued with 
The Dark Knight, has been praised for giving us a Batman 
grounded in "the real world." Essentially, this means No- 
lan doesn't camp it up, though the image of a billionaire 
orphan — Bruce Wayne (Christian Bale) — climbing into a 
hard rubber suit with pointy ears and pounding on crimi- 
nals is inherently campy, or at least pulpy. The Dark Knight 
Rises doesn't hold back on the pulp. Batman's adversary 
this time is a masked beast calling himself Bane (Tom 
Hardy), who plans to "liberate" Gotham City by trigger- 
ing mass destruction, entrapping most of the police force 
in the sewers, and freeing all the criminals. This threat is 
dire enough to pull Batman, in mopey hibernation for the 
past eight years, out of mothballs. 

I will leave to surgeons and chiropractors the 
question of whether a man as grievously wounded as 
Batman is at Bane's hands could recover so quickly and 
definitively, with crude second-hand help from a kindly 
inmate out in the middle of nowhere. It's all about will 
power, I guess. Due to recent events. The Dark Knight Rises 
will probably gather a patina of spooky nihilist dark- 
ness it doesn't deserve; the hero at one point growls "No 






guns!," and he clearly stands 
I foursquare against chaos and de- 
' struction. Batman's other adver- 
sary and sometimes ally, Selina 
Kyle (Anne Hathaway), has no 
such compunctions about guns, 
but uses one in a key moment in 
a way pretty much anyone could 
support. Hathaway, fortunately not saddled with the nick- 
name Catwoman anywhere in the film, is the best thing 
about it — slinky, sardonic, bitterly pragmatic but harbor- 
ing some sliver of hope. 

The movie will eat up half your afternoon, but 
will do it so smoothly and at such a flawless pace you 
likely won't notice. Nolan gives us and the studio our 
money's worth, putting it all up on the screen. He and his 
brother Jonathan jam enough material for three mov- 
ies into one; we don't come out hungry for more — we 
emerge thoroughly sated, as we do after Thanksgiving 
dinner, but with our senses quickened a bit. Nolan sticks 
the landing and hasn't botched the trilogy, and that in 
itself is satisfying, though the obvious element missing is 
the freakily memorable Joker of The Dark Knight. Bane is 
sportively evil, but the masked Tom Hardy works under 
a terrible handicap Heath Ledger didn't have. He can 
use only his eyes and his heavily processed voice, which, 
despite the sound editors jacking Hardy's and everyone 
else's dialogue up to 11, is comprehensible only some of 
the time. 

Technically, The Dark Knight Rises is a thick 
leatherbound volume with gilded pages, though flipping 
through it yields a story about a big bad bald man doing 
eeevil things until a vigilante with pointy ears comes to the 
rescue. The movie is and probably always will be the ulti- 
mate expression of the comic-book fanboy's need to have 
his passion vindicated, solemnized, given the gravitas 
of a classic. I enjoyed handling the volume and drinking 
in the gorgeous pictures, but I wouldn't recommend a 
close read of it. As pure cinema, this is a rich banquet, and 
Nolan does his damnedest to make it move and sparkle 
and awe. The sound design rattles your ribs; it's like being 
at a fireworks show where the grand finale booms so hard 
it takes out some nearby windows. Hundreds of people 
clog the streets of Gotham City, desperate to restore order 
or maintain chaos. Nolan paints on a vast and glittering 
canvas. I just wish it meant more.
